After receiving the letter the 
Diplomatic Body sent a dispatch to 
the Chainber, mentioning some points 
on which they wanted further in- 
formation; and this information the 
Chamber ‘supplied as far as it was 
able to do so, recognising at the same 
time the difficulty of getting accurate 





statistical information on any subject 
from Chinese sources. One great 
difficulty is the impossibility of know- 
ing, or even making a probable 
estimate of the proportion of silver 
and copper in circulation in China, 
In his article on “Chinese Monetary 
Reform” in the September issue of 
the “Journal of the American Asiatic 
Association,” Mr. Jeremiah W. Jenks 
says: “The proportion in value of 
copper coins in most civilised coun- 
tnes is very small. We are apt to 
judge by their frequency in circula- 
tion, not their value, In our introduc- 
tion of our new system into the 
Phihppines for exainple, the propor- 
tion in value of copper coins is less 
than 4 per cent of the whole. In 
most countries the proportion is still 
less. In China I should expect that for 
a considerable time it would be much 
larger; the highest estimate that I 
have ever heard placed upon the 
copper circulation in China as com- 
pared with the silver circulation even 
at the present day, counting the cash 
used in the interior, where the com- 
mon people use nothing else, and 
counting silver b th in the form of 
dollars and of aycee (bullion), is that 
one-third of the value of the metals 
now used is in copper cash, two- 
thirds in silver,” 

At the present time with such a 
government as there is now at Pek- 
ing, there seems little hope of all 
these efforts on the part of foreigners, 
all this investigation and discussion, 
having any practical result. The 
establishment of a uniform coinage 
anda stable currency is as far off as 
ever, treaties notwithstanding; but 
our main object in this article is to 
show thnt foreign merchants here, a

THE LIENCHOU MURDERS. 
Hongkong, 10th November. 

The account gathered from the 
party sen to fetch Dr, Machle and 
Miss Patterson is as follows: The 
Chinese erected a matshed for 
festival purposes partly on the Mis- 
sion’s ground. Dr. Machle, seeing a 
boy preparing to fire some bombs, 
seized three of them. The organisers 
of the festival promising not to erect 
their sheds there again, Dr. Machle 
returned the bombs, and regarded 
the matter as settled, 

The rougher element was, however 
unappeased, and subsequently looted 
the hospital. Finding a skull, pelvis, 
and other bones used for instruction 
purposes, the mob puraded these in the 
street as testimony to the villainy of 
the foreigners. ‘The people were en- 
raged and burnt the hospitals. 

A man professing to be connected 
with the yamén guided the missiona- 
ries to a temple, A menacing 
mob arriving, the missionaries 
rushed into a cave behind the 
temple. ‘Tbe crowd first found Miss 
Chesnut, Mrs. Machle, and her 
daughter, and took them to the 
riverside. They threw the daughter 
in the water with her clothes on, but 
stripped Miss Chesnut before doing 
the same with her, A man then 
entered the water and speared both 
of them. Mrs. Machle was brained 
by a large stone, her body stripped, 
and thrown into the river, The mob 
next found Mr. and Mrs, Peale, beat 
them to death, and consigned their 
bodies also to the river. 

Dr. Machle and Miss Patterson hid 
in holes in the cave, Dr. Machle 
standing in water up to his chin. 
Finally an official came, the missiona- 
ries were attired in soldiers’ clothes, 
and taken to the yaméo, They have 
arrived at Canton.—Our own corres-

THE SHANGHAI 
NANKING RAILWAY. 


18th November. 

On Saturday next, the 18th inst., 
the first svetion of this railway, a 
short section from Shanghai to Na- 
ziang,-is to be formally opened... As 
a matter of fact, the next section, to 
Wangdu, is practically finished but 
it is not yet ready for traffic, After 
the long interval thas elapsed be- 
tween the grant of the concession 
and the commencement of operatior 
it is plensant to see so much of the 
line already completed. 

Not so pleasant, however, is it to 
note the endeavours that are being 
made by the Chinese to get rid of 
foreigners altogether and get the 
concession and. the Jine back into 
their own hands; which is really, as 
we have already noticed, part of a 
general movement in China, Vague 
charges have been made that the 
administration of the company is on 
an unnecessarily costly scale, that the 
litte is being very expensively built, 
and that there has been a great waste 
of money; the real trouble undoubt- 
edly being that money has not been 
wasted in the mavner usual. with 
Chinese, enterprises. It. is well- 
known, however, that all the accounts 
of the company, with every detail of 
expenditure, are,open to the inspect- 
ion of the Chinese, and in fact, they 
are nll regularly translated into 
Chinese for the information of the 
Chinese directors. It ie a fact that 
the:cost of the line per mile is higher 
than that of the Ching-Han railway, 
but that is because it is much more 
solidly and’ permanently laid. The 
hardwood sleepers that ure being used 
cost twice as much us the Japanese 

- sleepers that are used on the Chiog. 
Han line ; but they will last for fifteen 
years at least, while though ° the 
Ching-Han railway bus beén so Very 
recen'ly finished , i has.already be- 
come necessary to replace sleepers. 
Such good material and geod work 
as have been put into the Shanghai- 
Nanking railway are cheap in the 
end, But when the Kiangsu gentry, 
who are put forward as being s0 
determined to construct the railway 
themselves on patriotic grounds, are 
represented as acting from motives 
of economy, the statement must be 
taken with a grain of salt, as the 
following fact will demonstrate. 
‘There is a quarry at one point with- 
in # hundred yards of the'line, which 
can be acquired at a reasonable price, 
and which was promised to the rail- 
way originally, from which a branch 
can easily be ran to the main line, 
go that-all the stone required for 
ballasting could, be obtained very 
cheaply. The European managers 
of the line ure naturally very anxious 

















to secure this quarry, but their at- 
tempts are thwarted by these pure- 
minded patriotic Kiangsu gentry, 
because a ring has been formed at 
Soochow to supply balla for the 
railway at a price that is very re- 
munerative to the riny, and this 
pleasant little arrangement would 
be upset if the quarry were bought. 
‘The fact is that the administration 
is too strict and above-board for the 
powers hehind the Kiangsu geutry. 

The Chinese cannot, pay «ff the 
English capital and take the enter- 
prise. to themselves. ‘The bonds, 
which are in perfect order, are 
seattered over the London market, 
and the Kiangsu gentry would have 
to buy up every bond, More than 
that, there are profit-sharing coupons, 
which have been detached from the 
bonis and circulate as separate secur- 
ities; and every one of these theKiang- 
su gentry must trace out and bay up 
belore they can get the concession 
and the line into their own hands, 
The English Corporation which is 
building the railway is the Trustee 
of the houdholders and cannot re- 
linuish its trast until every obliga- 
tion has been acquired by the 
Chinese, and this is a fact which the 
Chinese Director of Railways must 
know perfectly well. But that the 
Chinese should do this is practically 
impossible, and it is a proof of the 
impotence of the Peking Govern- 
ment. as it is sarcastically called, 
that these agitations, which may at 
any moment in the present temper 
of the people become dangerous, 
are not firmly repressed. A strong 
man is wanted here: to do what 
H. E. Yuan Shih-kai has done in the 
North. If strong measures are not 
taken soon, there will be trouble in 
the South, which may extend to the 
Yangtze Valley; and these demands 
that no more concessions shall be 
granted on any terms, and that the 
existing concessions shall be cancell- 
ed or resumed, nre all symptoms of 
what may become a very menacing 
anti-foreign feeling, which the Go- 
verntent. is not stirring itself to 
abate. In the interests of all foreign- 
ers in China it is to be’ hoped that 
Baron Komura will be very firm at 
Peking in his demands for an exten- 
sion of the principle of the Open 
Door and equal opportunity for all in 
Chins. The Chinophil doctrinaire 
may argue that China has the right 
which other independent conntries 
possess to keep the building of her 
railways in her own hands; but we 
know that if foreigners are not. 
permitted to build them, they will 
ut be built at all, n avy reasonable 
time. The Chinese, however, it 
must he acknowledged, have a right 
to stipulate that’ a stricter coutrol 
shall be maintained over the sub- 
ordinate Europeansgemployed in the 
construction works thai has been the 
case with some of the lines that are 
being built by foreigners. 





THE 
TWIN EMPIRES OF 
THE EAST. 
"ute November, 


‘’sE two empires of China and 
Japnn grew up from ancient found- 
ations contiguons indeed in situation, - 
but. peopled by widely different race 
stocks, The Western world knew 
practically nothing about either of 
them, and for ages our globe seemed, 
so immense, go illimitable in. size, 
that there was no reason. to expect 
that Europe. and. the eastern part of 
Asia could ever be inter-related, 
Ancient China imposed upon the 
younger people its language, ils 
classics, and its civilisation, ‘The . 
crude attempt in the T'ang dynasty 
to conquer Japan produced no 
permanent results and everythin, 
moved on in the stereotyped Oriental 
humdrum fashion for centuries and 
for ages, Then came the impact of 
China with the Occident—he open- 
ing of China in the early forties, the 
capture of Canton, later of the Taku 
Forts, and the occupation of Peking 
in 1860, all of which were impressive 
object lessons to Japan, 'I'hnt little 
island kingdom was transformed, nob 
to be sure by external conquest but 
by an inner response to an impulse 
altogether from without, China saw 
and secretly despised the fickle peo- 
ple who could so lightly : over- 
throw ancient institutions and adopt 
foreign dress, manners, and ideas, 
‘The real meaning of the change was 
as little comprehended in China as it 
was in the West, being looked upon 
as a stage performance instead of a 





unique instance of upward social 


evolution. 

The Japan-Chinese war of ‘eleven 
years ago opened ‘the eyes of all 
the world to see the real weakness of 
China, and, what is of even greater 
importance, opened the eyes of China 
to see the inherent strength of 
Japan. The reforms and ‘reaction 
of 1898 weré Chinn’s confession of 
the composite conviction that some- 
thing must be done, and that—on 
the other hand—nothing should ‘be 
done. Tossed by these mutually 
irreconcilable currents, Chira fell 
into the Boxer vortex, allowed her- 
self to be alternately coaxed and 
bullied, and so nearly lost her nation- 
al existence that no well-managed 
insurance company in the world 
would have dared to take a ten yenrs” 
ri-k upon it, no ‘matter whut. the’ - 
premium. 

‘Now that Japan has won her way 
to the very. forefront both in war aud 
diplomacy, the effect upon China has 
been immediate, not to say electrical. 
Formerly Japan was obliged to follow 
China, to negotiate the same treaties ~ 
levy the same import duties,submit to 
the same humiliating exterritoriality.- 


But in the compass of a few brief 
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yeurs occurs a gi ] 
uble than the inner development of| 
Japan.” She is now a strong, self- 
centred, universally respected Power, 
making treaties upon equal and upon 
favoured terms, fixing her’ own 
rate of,,tariff,, and - governing all 
foreigners within her bounds. Chia 
thirsts to do the same. This we 
must believe to be the real “in- 
wardness” of the cataract of “re- 
forms” to which we are. now treated 
in China,” The success of Japan 
in her novel “experience must be 
attributed to uuity of action, a spirit 
of ‘self-sacrifice, genuine patriotisin, 
and toa talent for fidelity in details 
rare in any land, and all taken in 
combination, not elsewhere sur 
passed, China is now passionately 
anxious fur the results which Japan 
has now achieved. Is China willing 
to use the same means which have 

roved so poterit in Nippon? If she 
is willing, is she capablé of it? This 
question’ must be considered at a 
laver time, 





VLADIVOSTOCK.

Tr is reassuring to learn that the 
condition of affairs at Viadivostock, 
according to the latest telegrams 
received, is not so alarming as the 
news received on Ménday and 
yesterday by the “Ostusiatische 
Lloyd,” more or. less confirmed by 
private telegrams, led us. to. fear, 
That the revolutionary spirit had 
spread among the soldiers and snildrs 

* of the Czar, was no secret, but no- 
one expected thas actual insurrec- 
tion would brenk out at such a 
distance from the capital. as Vladi- 
vostock, is, There arm supposed to. 
to-be some eighty thousand Russian 
troops there, and that, they in con- 

+ junction with the bluejackets should 
burn down the city with all it con- 
tains, with the winter comix on, 
seemed absolutely incredible. ‘There 
are supposed -to be some fifty, 
steamers already there laden with 
supplies, and there are more. here 
waiting for orders. It was stated 
that the. former had left the burning 
wharves and. anchored, in. the bay, 
with the fleeing civilian inhabitants 
of the city on bourd, It was not 
likely, it the first accounts had been 
true, that they would wait there to 
be, frozen in, and- then;what were 
the revolutionaries to do? The out- 
brenk, even if there was exavgeration 
in the first reports, is a terrible first- 
fruit of the prace on which we have all 
been congratulating ourselyes.

(THE NEW TREATY 
WITH JAPAN. 


15th November, 


THE above is the title of the lead- 

ing article in the “Spectator” of the 
30th of September last, and though 
its writer is not as conversant as he 
might be with the actual situation in 
China, it is a very interesting critic- 
ism of the new treaty of alliance. 
It, may perhaps be remembered that 
the “Spectator” was by no means a 
cordial friend of the former treaty of] 
alliance with Japan ; it was possessed 
with some of. the prejudices against 
which the Japanese had to fight 
strenuously when the first ‘treaty 
fwas made; it could not altogether 
persuade itsel. that there was not 
something monstrons in an alliance 
between a Western, Christian, white 
nation and an Oriental, heathen, 
yellow nation. But it had to ne- 
knowledge that those who advised 
our Foreign Office to make the 
desired alliance were not mistaken; 
and when “that treaty had its 
natural consequence in the struggl- 
with Russia, we recognised,” the 
“Spectator” says, “that it would be 
impossible to turn back, and that for 
the future the only path of safety 
lay in pursuing our chosen course 
with resolution and confidence, main- 
taining our obligations to Japan not 
merely in the letter but in the spirit, 
and since we could not retain the 
advantages of absolute independence 
in Asia, reaping at any rate the full 
benefits of the alliance. In other 
words, we realised that our relxtions 
with Japan must become closer, and. 
our obligations and duties to our ally 
more exacting.” It goes on ‘to a-k 
whether the revised treaty is the 
best, that could. be made? Does it 
give us as many advantages and in- 
volve us in as few risks, as possible ? 
And does it, sufficiently ‘regard the 
feelings of other Powers, and thus 
tend to preserve the general peace 
of the world? 
“All these questions the “Specta- 
tor” answers in the affirmative; “it 
is! honest and straightforward 
treaty, drawn with x due respect to 
the rights of others, and untainted 
either by jealousy or by the desire to 
make mischief and ill-blood with 
Powers who may be regarded as our 
rivals.” ‘The treaty secures two main 
points. It guarantees to Japan the 
enjoynient ofthe special position she 
has won in Corea and Manchuria, A 
coalition of powers, superior to her at 
sea, might. have cut her off fro the 
mainland, but our fleet would pre- 
vent that. On the other. band, Japan 
undertukes to assist us if our Indian 
frontier is attacked, . 

To the outside world. the chief 
advantage of the allixnce is that it 
secures the independence and inte- 
grity of China, “It is conceivable 











tion seems to be repeating itself, 
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that this resuls may be unweleome 


to Germany and Russia, but it” is 
welcome to-all the other Powers, who 
have no desire to acquire territory in 
China. And the treaty which was 
signed on thé 12th"of August, “ in- 
Griestionshly made the task of the 
ace Conference much easier, since 
it enabled Japan to yield with safety 
far more than but for iv she could 
have Yielded:” One great danger the 
“Spectator” sees in the treaty; in 
relieving the mind of China of any 
fears for the maintenance of her inte- 
grity and independence, we may be 
making. the same mistake that was 
made when the independence and 
integrity of Turkey were guaranteed ; 
which bas “enabled a corrupt and 
inefficient Government to continue 
in, existence, but such continued 
existence has not only bronght great 
misery to the Turkish population, 
but also involved great danger to the 
peace of the world, If the joint 
guarantee of Britain and Japan is to 
ive a new lease of life to the evils of 
Ghinese rule, and to maintain a cor 
rupt, oppressive, and decudent system 
of government in power over a third 
of the population of the world, it 
is conevivable that the good.results 
which may otherwise flow from the 
treaty will have been puichaced 
too dearly.” But the “Spectator,” 
as we have said, do-s not clearly 
understand the situation in China, 
and indeed it is unique. The 
“Spectator’s” fear is that China, 
having her mind set at rest as to her 
future, will decline to reform herself 
in any way; and it says, that “if 
incidentally the result of our action 
1s to support misgovernment in China 
and to prevent reform, we may some 
dny discover that inistead of keeping 
China quiet, we have precipitated a’ 
revolution. Should revolution and 
nnarchy break out in Chitia, we may 
find ourselves with the very dangers 
and difficulties that have pursued 
Kiuropean diplomacy in the ease of 
Turkey during the lsst fifty years, 
and on a much greater scale, If 
anarchy were once to take huld of 
China, it would be impossible to 
make that ring-fence tound her 
which we call. ihe maintenance of 
integrity aud independence, and the 
result might be an outbreak of that 
jjenlousy and animosity among’ tho 
European Powers which it is one of 
‘the chief objects of the new treaty to 
Prerenk : 

The trouble in China, however, is 
not. so much misgovernment, but 
Uhat the nominal governuent is so 
weak and so ignorant, as ‘well ns. 
corrupt, that it is not*a government. 
It is plunging wildly into reforms 
under the guidance of. men with a 
smattering of knowledge, reformers 
who do not see where thir reforms 
are taking them. “All we can do 
is,” says the “Spectator,” “to hope 
that, owing to the character of her, - 
population, China may prove more 








able. to reform herself than Turkey, 
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d that Japan and Britain may, 
iwithout éreating jealousy in other, 
Powers, find it possible to’ give. 
assistance to China of a kind which’ 
will enable her to put her house in' 
order, It will need infinite tact, 
discretion, and good faith to ae- 
eomplish this; but it may be ac- 
complished if Japan and Britain are 
able to exert their influence at 
Peking through wise and straight- 
forward men who understand that 
their duty is not to farther the 
selfish interest of either Power, but 
to help China to reach the goal of 
good government.” Unfortunately, 
China do-s not want any advice. 
‘She has come to the conclusion that, 
being relieved by the recent war and 
xthe Anglo-Japanese alliance from 
ther former fears of pressure .from 
-outside, she can now go her own way, 
sand she has ‘herefore -calmly resum- 
-ed ‘her old policy of obstruction which 
is certain to land her before long in 
a fresh mass of difficulties, As one 
of our correspondants has said, her 
ery is “China for the Chinese,” bur 
the real meaning is “China for the 
mandarins,” and the pressnt position 
at Peking.is worse than it has been 
for a long time.

In times of great crisis 
every nation must be prepared to 
surrender -some things to gain others, 
Japan has marched on because her 
sacrifices had been made, the neces-

CHENCHOU, HU. 
(FROM OUR OWN CouRESPONDENT.) 
‘ 22nd October. 

Tho Weather and th: Crops, 
The dry summer and the consequent 
partial famine in‘jthese parts make a 
good deal of suffering among the poorer 
people, Chouchou itself is uot so badly 
off as some of the places not reached by 
rivers. The sweet potato is ouly a partial 
crop; due to the lato planting and drought. 
Tho drought of the summer months has 
been mare than’made up byzthe bounti- 
ful rains of the early autumn, and all the 
small vegetables are looking fine. As a 
consequence of the dry summer and the 
following copious 'rains_ many of the 
houses with mud wallsjorjsun-dried brick 
have suffered not a little, and in one 
instance in the city one tumbled down 
and one man was very seriously injured. 
Tn Huayaping, forty-five li from here, 
three houses adjoining fell and three 
poople were killed. Word has just arrived 















from Yuinhsing that one or.more such 
houses tambled down during a heavy 
downpour of rain and several , people 
were killed. 

Official Changes. 

‘The many changes of officials have 
finally resulted in a permanent man 
from Chékiang and all say he is a fine 
official, ‘The examinations are on now 
and the examiner is expected soon 
This beg the last public oxamination 
there is more than common interest and 
agreat deal of talk as to the cause of 
this radical change. The rumour was 
about when the foreigner returned that it 
was caused by the foreigner and was a 
great pity. The new schools are enjoying 
a very increased amount of local support 
and there is talk of another large school 
boing built. It is to be built on tho hill 
where the old oficial school is located 
and is to be larger than the present one 











and larger than the school recently 
completed. 
Business Prosperity. 


Chenchou seems to be enjoying more 
than an average amount of business 
prosperity notwithstanding the lack of 
rice, The river was never quite so full 
of small boats as now. ‘The probable 
reason is the high water at  prosont 
and the very low water during the 
late summer. During August and 
carly September few boats were seen 
on the river between Huayaping and 
Chenchou. There was an occasional load 
of goods that had to be trausported and 
in these instances as many as thirty men 
were needed to pull the boats over the 
rapids. 








The Boycott. 

News of the American boycott has only 
recently reached the city and such a 
mixture of fiction and truth could hardly 
be conceived. The rumour was afloat 
that the Americans had killed thirty 
thousand of the Chinese in America and 
‘agroat many were burned. It was also 
added that all the Americans in Changsha 
had not been on the streets for a month, 
fearing violence from the people. It took 
the news a long time to get to Chenchou 
aud it seems to have gained added force 
in the coming. Some of the friends of 
the foreigners have tried to dispel the fear 
and clear up the rumours, but many seem 
to think that it is all true and are 
even willing to believe worse. Notwith- 
standing all this there has been very 
good attendance at the preaching services 
of the chapels of the city. 

Missionary. News. 

The Presbyterians are expecting an- 
other helper this year. Mr. and Mrs. 
Locke of Siangtan are to arrive in the 
city during the autumn, Tho Wesleyans 
aro alao expecting to hevo-a man hero 
during the Winter or early Spring so that 
there will be quite a foreign settlement 
here soon. The hospital and school ha 
opened with a promise of a good year. 
‘Tho Presbyterians are looking for land 
on which to have a compound where it 
is hoped a hospital and some residences 
will soon be built.

‘The finan- 
cinl responsibilities are to be shared equal- 
ly by the Hupehand Szechuan Viceroys. 
They have alroady tried to raise a sort 
of income tax for this purpose, but 
opposition has been so keen that other 
methods of collecting money are being 
planned. 























Another Mint. 

‘The old Jardine’s boat, the Eldorado, 
so long known on the China coast, has 
been in port under the Swedish flag 
uk @ vast cargo, of machinery for 
amint in Szechuan. ‘The pieces aro far 
too heavy to be properly dealt with by 
the rade native methods of transhipmont 
which are used here, but they have somo- 
how managed to get the pieces on shore. 
As there are no duplicates, it sooms 
essential to the snecoss of the under- 
tuking that no parts be lost, but us they 
have to be taken ap west in native junks, 
many parts will doubtless find their final 
resting-placd at the bottom of the Yangtze. 
An official at the above-mentioned forst 
told me this difficulty would be met very 

mply. ‘The Szechuan Viceroy would 
just send down again to the coast for all 
parts found wanting, so Chéngtn may 
probably expect to have its mint in 
working order after the millennium. 


The Progressive Post. 

It is pleasant to have something goo 
to say about the much-abused post-office, 
Tt sooms at last tohave determined tokeop 
step with the onward march of evolution. 
Tho ative city is now blessed with six 
Jetter buxes and shops where stamps may 
be sold, the shopman receiving two cash 
for every ordinary letter and five cash 
for every registered letter which passes 
through his hands. 

Consular Changes. 

Mr. Ottewill, who has done good and 
steady work at’ the British Consulate, is 
leaving ns to proceed to his far-distant 
station Téngyueh in Yiinnaw via Rangoon 
and Bhamo. Mr. Fox, our new British 
Consul, has just arrived.

The Trouble with the Aboriginal 
- Tribes, 

It may be of interest to you. to know 
how matters are going in this part of the 
world, Frequently in the Herald ® you 
have news of the trouble in the prefec- 
ture between the Governmont and the 
aboriginal tribes. ‘This trouble .is not 
sottled yet by any means. Of course the 
aboriginals are in a chronic state of 
jon to the regularly constituted 
repress ‘of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, They are like the Irishmen, always 
“agin the guvermint.” They usually 
have good reason und sore grievances. 
‘Tho ordinary Chinese official looks upon 
the aboriginals as good yumo, and in con 
sequence squeezes all the silver he can 
out of them. 

‘Tho trouble began now neatly two 
yeurs ago, by the hsien otficixl decapi- 
lating & member of the “ black bono” 
aboriginals. . Ibis held to be an evor- 
igrace for a pure aboriginal to 
led, especially as this particular 
juan is innocoat according to his friends, 
but according to the Chinese he fully 
deserved his punishment. Seeing that 
ion was to be had from the 
official, the hillmen took the law into 
thoir ‘own hands and raided extou- 
sively in the villa nthe near

village over one hundred honses were 
burned and as many. lives lost, -be- 
sides x large number wounded, “Sach 
an extensive raid alarmed the «fticials, 
who sent alarming reports to the 
capital asking for large number of 
soldiers an: a large supply” af the 
inovituble silver. Soldiers and_ silver 
woro sont in, much to the delight of 
the then prefect Huang. He made cer- 
tain overtures to.the hillmen, which they 
apparently accepted, at loust thoy 
cepted a liberal supply of wine and made 
profuse promises which, however, ex 
to nothing. Huang, however, was sble 
to make a report to the capital that 
negotiations wore progressing favourably. 
‘Phe fact is Huang, the prefect, was ouly 
gaining time in order to. dispose of the 
supply of silver to his own advantage. 
‘his he did vory effectually by sending it 
to Chiéngtu to be kept vate use. 
‘Tho wid of this prefect was his recall to 
the capital. ‘This is what he expected. 
Ho is now rich and can spend the re- 
inainder of his days in peace, or uso the 
silver he got ont of this little trouble to 
buy himself a Taotaiship. . 
‘Tho prefect appointed to Ningynan in 
plice of Huang, who was recalled, is a 
very quiet, unassuming mau, and on his 
arrival petitioned the Viceroy to seud a 
special envoy to treat. with the hillmen. 
‘Tho Viewroy seoms disposed to. grant 
every request of his officials and. in this 
case sent a man whom our late -Vicoroy 
‘Ts'én, vow of Cauton, disinissed from 
office as a:hopeless iicompetent. This 
man-ivas of the rank of prefect. and

of the Viceroy and persuaded him to 
give him a chance. The Viceroy grant- 
ed the request and sent this man here 
with the rauk of Licutenant-General. 
I dow't think he ever had a:rifle 
hauds or ever fired a shot, but that does 
not matter, it seems, in China, This Mr. 
Kao came in with about .2,000 men and 
about 60 mule-loads of silver, the silver, 
of course, being indispensable. - On get- 
ting here this renowned General gave ont 
that he had come to utterly exterminate 
the vilo vermin, these hillmen. Soon the 
hillmen, however, fonnd out his weak 
point and began sending “presents” to 
His Excellency. These consisted of grain 
ground fine and some other products. 
Fortunately for His Excellency, the hill- 
men placed some gold nuggets in the 
fiour and meal sent in, which were very 
acceptable to him. When presents had 
Deen received from nearly all the tribes, 
His Excellency decided to begin the 
campaign. Really the arts and tactics 
practised would make a sphinx laugh. 
His Excellency during bis stay of five 
months here never made a serious at- 
tempt to punish in any way the offenders; 
on the contrary he decided to arbitrate 
and pay the hillmen some silver by way 
of compensation for the one life lost, and 
accordingly. appointed a. day for the 
important ceremony of settling up 
and passing through the oshide, Wine 
and cloth were provided in abundance. 
Ap unfortunate cow was found and after 
some incantations known only to th 
hillmen the poor beast was beaten to 
death with sticks and stones. .Tho kide 
was then teken off and stretched on four 
wooden stakes driven into the ground. 
‘The arbitrators from the hillmen then 
crawled undor the sl 
mony was over. ‘Tho 
poor beast to death 
seeins to be that so may the hillmen 
bo ‘treated if they again canse trouble. 
While this interesting cememony was 
ng on, word came to some. of tho 
magistrates: that the real offenders were 
not at the ceremony but up at the 
Jago & few li distant enjoying the farce. 
Tho men who crawled undor the oxhide 
had bee" hired for the occasion and 
not one of these men belonged to the 
“black bone.” ‘They were simply slavos 










































































or sorfs, The magistrates rofused to 
believe the story, however, so the people 
took the law into their own hands and 
fell upon the “hixck bones,” killing 


twelve of them right away. 

‘The General retuned to the city in 
high spirits and sent a long dispatch to 
‘the capital stating the happy result. A 
few moments later he heard that the 
Chinese had taken vengance on his Inte 
friends and killed twelve of them. This 
was very seriousnews, especially as it was 
found the hillmen made a raid the same 
evening and succeeded in killing twenty- 
six Chinese. The worthy General blamed 
the Chinese and stated to the Viceroy that 
they refused to be subject to his author- 
ity, which meant they meditated rebel- 
lion. Seeing matters - were. becoming 
serious, the brave General suddenly de- 
cided to run away from the scene-and 
make s report in person to the Viceroy: 
He made forced stages to the capital, 
but took very good cate that a large 
proportion of. those sixty mule-loads of 
silver. went ahead of him. The Viceroy 
rofused to see hin and he hiss siuce been 
dismissed, ‘This was probably. what he 
expécted. He vai now enjoy life and 
spend the silver in buying houses and 
land... The trouble is not settled yet.

open in order to squeeze the Viceroy and 
make ‘themselvés rich. Compensation is 
offered to the hillmen from the officials, 
bat not one cash ean the Chinese get for 
the lives lost, the goods plundered, and 
the houses burned: This exasperates the 
Chinese almost beyond control and thoy 
feel like taking tho laiy into their own « 
hands. Very grave trouble is feared this 
inter. These hillmen are on the war- 
path, and no wonder, us this is the only 
means that occurs to them to extract 
silver from the officials. For ways that 
aro dark and tricks that are vain I know 
uo specimen of the human race that can.” 
equal a Chinese official, and none excels 
him in cupidity and general low cunving.

A marquis drew hor 
attontion toa friend of his, «count, who 
was willing to espouse her, 
that he, the marqui 
cowmission, to be paid to deserving char- 
ities. A valet suggested that Mme, Hofer 
might employ him first aud then marcy 
him. ‘The non-matrimouial attempts.on 
hor purse are marked by extromes of 
almost inotedible aplomb and innocence. 
uo correspondent pointed out that as 

Hofer would still be a rich woman 
if sho had only 900,000 fr. she might just 
as well lot him have the odd 100,000 fr. 
A priest who had gone into partnership 
with a firm of photographers (to. raiso 
funds for rebuilding his church) wrged the 
Indy to order a few enlargoments of her 
portrait. He also dwelt on the  superin- 
tive merits of the wine, peaches, and 
trnfites which ho was prepared to sell for 
the same laudable purpose. In caso 
ordinary trufiles did not apj el to her, he 
mentioned that his were put up in tins 
“soldered by a masterhaud” As a sort 
of bonus he undertook’ to sty masses for 
his prospective client’s soul. An Austrian 
damsel asked for a loan of 200,000 fr. 80 
that sho could marry au officer. A widow 
wanted money to buy a vault wherein 
she could repose, when the time came, 
beside the defunct. A struggling trades 
man was visited by a. “sudden inspira- 
tion” to solicit a loan of 5,000 fr. To. 
make quite sure of getting it, he request- 
ed Mme. Hofer to bring it to him, as she 
was free to travel. A woman who ex- 
plained that she had three sons and no 
time to spare, wrote from Italy for a sew- 
ing-machine. “ Buy the estate on which 
Twas born,” “Send as much as you can 
spare,” “Give me a cow,” “Provide my 
two dear daughters with dowries,” “ Buy 
me a bicycle” (this from a small boy), 
‘were among the other requests. Magni- 
ficent investments and: wonderful inven- 
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tions requiring only small financial assis- 
tance to carry out the final experiments, 
were brought to Mme. Hofer’s notice. 
She was invited to subscribe to Camille 
Desmoulins’ monument and help the 
municipal council of a small town in 
Corsica to make up the deficit in the 
revenue, Hore and there was a seemingly 
genuine case of distress. A poor widow 
begged for money to renew the lease of 
cemetery lot in which her only son's re- 
mains had been temporarily interred. As 
8 whole, however, the letters show human 
nature in a very unfavourable light. 

New Generation.

the principal address was delivered by 
Mr.N.E. B.Ezre, who spoke as follows :— 

‘Tidings of terrible roassacres of our 


dear co-religionists in-almost all parts of 


Russia, have reached us and filled our 
hearts ‘with unfoigned sorrow and regret. 
We have mot hore to-night for the solo 
purpose of expressing publicly our pro- 
found sympathy with those of our own 
kith and kin, who, living unfortunately 
where the “bond of slavery twineth,” 
have been subjected to shocking persoou- 
tion, compared with which Kishineff is 
a-mere bagatelle. We have not in our 
possession a full list of the killed and 
wounded; this we shsll learn: Inter on, 
although ‘it will'probably never be gor: 
rectly known, but the wire has flashed the 
sad intelligence that “5,500 wounded 
hospitals.” The figure 
e hortor and suffering 
which it conjures up creates in us a pro- 
found thrill of anguish. The waters of 
tribulation -are again at our doors and 
Israel weops for tho. loss of her 
daughters. “With inconceivable 


























tality,” they wero allowed to close their 
eyes and the wicked murderers danced 
and bathed in Jewish blood in the land 
of the Czar. Verily; the torrible tragedy 
of Kishinef—if not something worse— 
hhas been re-enacted with intense foro 

and thousands of our brethren iave ‘been 
widowed and martyred in consequence, 
Tho origin of this barbarous outbreak 
against our people we do not know yet, 
but it will eurely be made apparent in tho 
end, that it was racial hatred and pro- 
judice, the desire to get rid of the Jews 
and of their religion. As Zionists “and 
sons of Israel we feel the death of our 
martyred co-religionists with intense and 
profound regret ; we sympathise with our 
brethren and sisters who were deprived of 
their bread-winners ; we sympathise with 
those who were maimed’ and wounded ; 
we weep for the desolation that hasbeen 
wrought in Israel’s camp ; and nothing is* 
left for us but to hang our harp pon the 
willows and sing with Lord Byron his 
well-known elegy. 

This clogy is truly applicable to the 
of Israol in our days, Russi 
fiving proof of its corréctness, : No 
amount of sophistry can convince us'to 
the contrary. The blood of our martyred 
brethren cries unto us and we feol our- 
ves impotent to redress the wrong. Wo 
have no country of our own ; we have not 
‘a united government, under whose wings 
we can live in peace and harmony ; but 



























wo have a tie stronger than a fatherland, 
a patriotism stronger than the community 
of one government; our tie is a sincere 





brotherly love ; our patriotism is the tie 
which unites us to one another. As 
Zionists. wo extend our brotherly ‘love 
to all Jows irrespective of nationality. 
To us. the lives and safety of our per- 
secuted co-religionists ‘aro dear to us ; we 
admire their patient fortitude and on- 
durance, for remaining true and loyal to. 
our ancestral faith under every trial they 
have had to undergo. To. thom Zionism 
isa living reality; they await patiently 
the realisation of Tsracl’s national hopes, 
and to'them the message of Zionism has 
been a tower of strength in <thoir dark 
and weary nights, We, who, under differ- 
ent circumstances, enjoy so many ‘pri- 
vileges must endeavour to make Zionism 
‘reality, and to bear in mind that on its 
realisation depends the happiness of 
multitudes of our co-religionists who now 
Innguish under oppression. Our position 
in the world must be that of advocates 
for justice to nearly’ five millions of our 
race, who are burdened with heavy taxes, 
and’ who offer their lives for their 
country’s weal, and as a reward the samo 
country robs them of human right, kills, 
murders them, outrages their wives and 
daughters, and in order to cover its 
shame, endeavours to spread lying and 
incriminating reports about them. This 
is the position of the Jew in “ci 

Russia. In spite of all this, many of our 
otherwise well-meaning brothren occupy- 
ing seats of honour in the realms of 
literature and finance, are optimistic 
with regard to the future problem of the 
jew in Russia, “The future of the Rus- 
sian Jews", one of thom recontly remai 
ed, ‘lies in. Russia itself.” ‘Truly, it I 
there, and it is in the graveyards of Ki- 
shineff, Gomel, Odessa, etc... It. is 
order to check the reasonable claims 
of the Zionists, who believe that tho 
regeneration of our people can: best be 
‘accomplished in the sanctified Jand of our 
forefathers, that such arguments are ad- 
vaneed by the anti-Zionists; and one can- 
not but feel impelled to express: tho 
ardent hope thet the time:has come when 












































these “guardians” of the Jews in'Rissia 
will perceive the errors ‘of. their ways-and 
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work shoulder to shoulder for the political 
ends of Zionism. 

‘We have assembled here to-night for 
the purpose of expressing our abhorrence 
of the massacre of our brethren in Russia, 
and to offer our aid, however trivial, to 
those who have been cruelly subjected to 
unmerited brutalities. We must con- 
stantly endeavour, both in season and 
out of season, to arouse public attention 
to tho wrongs and insults we have so long 
suffered. We must constantly endeavour to 
prove to the world that although banished 
‘and scattered to all parts of the globe, 
for our shortcomings, we are not fo 
by God. The Guardian of Israel neither 
slumbereth nor sleepeth. “And yet. for 
all that, when they be in the land of their 
enemies I will not cast thoin away, nei- 
ther will abhor them, to destroy them 
niterly, and to broak My “covenant with 
thom; for I am tho Lord their God.” 
God lias been our shield and protector, 
and, as out of every evil, Ho caused 
happiness to dawn upon Israel, so may 
wo hope that this passing fury of our 
porsectters may not be without a bene- 
fioial and lasting effect upon us. If this 
should be the caso then may we tal 
comfort from the fact that the martyrs in 
Russia have not suffered in vain, for 
their widesproad sorrow would then bring 

and unity to Israel. 

‘An address. w given by Mi 
Padriachik in the Yiddish Innguage, after 
which the following resolutions, proposed 
by Mr. E. B. Ezra and soconded by Mr. 
8. J. Solomon, wore put to the meeting 
and carried unanimously :— 

“That this meeting of Zionists inShang- 
hai solemnly protests aguiust the persoc! 
tion of the Jews in Russia, and they ha 
heard with deop sorrow that in thi 





































vaneed civilisation such inhumanity, 
worthy of the days of Torquemada, 
perpetrated on law.

‘That this meoting ro- 
solves to show its sincerest sympathy for 
the sufferings experienced by their co- 
roligionists in Russia, under thé tortures 
inflicted upon them by morciless suvages, 
and that we bow our heads to the sacred 
memory of thoso who ware massacred. 

“Thatthis meeting unanimouslyresolves 
to open a subscription list for the relief 
of the victims.of the persecution and that 
all monies collected be forwarded to the 
Editor of the “ Voskhod,” St. Petersburg, 
with instructions to transmit it to the 
right destination. That a special Com- 
mittee be appoinited for the purpose of 
making the collection, with power to take 
such measures as may be desired for the 
interests of the Jows who have survived 
the persecution in Russia.” 

‘After announcing that the Associ 
would select the members to form x com- 
mittee, ‘to take the matter in hand, a 
voto of thanks to the Chairman brought

Again, on behalf 
of the Bar and of the British community 
here and everyone in Shanghai I beg to 
congratulate you: Lordship, 

His Lordship replied—Mr. Crown 
Advocate and gentlemen of the Bar. I 
felt that ono of the most prized results of 
the honour which His Majesty has been 
graciously pleased to confer upon me, is 
that the members of this community— 
particularly the members of the Bar— 
should rejoice with me on what has be- 
fallen me. I feel that to be the head of 
this Court is, in itself, a great honour.

HE PRINZ REGEN’ 
LUITPOLD ASHORE. 


Soon after dawn on Sunday morning it 
was reported in Shanghai that the 
L. 8. Prinz Regeut Lnitpold, bringing 
Gorman mail of the 10th’ ultimo, was 
ashore outside Woosung. This was a 
fact, aud the greatest credit is due to the 
agents and officials of the Norddeutscher- 
Lioyd that the mail arrived in Shanghai 
shortly after 11a.m.,and thatthe northern 
mail was transferred to the str. Kuive- 
berg. for Tsingtao loug before that hour. 
‘The Prinz Regent Luitpold arrived out- 
side Woosung on Saturday night at about 
11,50 p.m. aiid was proceeding (o her 
usual anchorage, but presumably in 
trying toavoid the str. Tremont, auchored 
in tho vicinity, she went’ aground 
between the Lismore Light and the 
Blockhouse Buoy, and as she came 
in on three-quarter flood the incoming 














tide served to put her fucther aground 
rather than to.aid in dislodging her. The 
Shanghai Tog. and Lighter Corapxny’s 
tug-boat Rocket, steam-lighter Waitung, 
and half-a-dozen other lighters were 
awaiting horarrival to take off cargo, and 
the Waitung approached the mail steamer,

To 
reach it from Canton as the crow flies 
two hundred miles must We traversed, 
but by the river the distance is about two 
hundred and fifty miles. ° This fu city has 
boon occupied by missionaries of the 
‘Amorican Presbyterian Church for about 
twonty years; rather it is about twenty 
years since Dr. Henry first went thither 
prospecting. ‘The district is geologically 
akin to that of Shiuchao, through which 
tho North river passes, and into which 
the Lienchon river flows. The scenery 
is said to be fine and the moun- 
ains which abound are built up of 
limestone rocks which abound in 
remarkable caves, American mission- 
aries have lived therein for about sixteen 
years in perfect peace, being subject 
to no annoyances more than are often 
met with in the inland stations. Houses, 
hospitals, chapels, and schools have 
gradually risen till there was # complete 
apparatus for missionary work. Neither 
féngshui nor any other local superstition 
has ever interfered with the gradual 
development: of the work or the buildings 
essential to that work. Dr. Machle, who 
was the oldest missionary in residen 
has lived there about sixteen years, and is 
‘thoroughly conversant with Chinese modes 
of thought “and all the local supor- 
stitions of the district. And now, after 
all these years, there hagcome with the 
suddenness of a flash of lightning, and 
with even more deadly results, an upris- 
ing of the populace, and at least five out 
of seven residents are reported to have 
been massacred, Those killed are Mrs. 
Machle and her little child, Miss Dr. 
Chesnut, and Mr, and Mrs. Peale who 
have been at the station but a fow days, 
having but just come out from America. 
Dr. Machle and a Miss Patterson are re- 
ported to be badly wounded. 

‘The information up to the present has 
come to us here in Canton through the 
medium ofthe Vicoroy’s yamén. Of course, 
for the very obvious reason that no 
foreigners are left able to tell the tole, 


























even if the two are still alive, there could 
come no message from them. On the 
other hand some Frénch priests, of whom 
several reside in the city and district, 
have also reported by telegram to head- 
quarters in Canton the same sad news, 
and therefore, there is no ground for hup- 
ing that the report has been exaggerated, 
‘The murders -are said to have been, as is 
nsual in such cases, perpetrated with 
terrible barbarity ; the bodies after hav- 
ing been stripped and exposed in the 
streets were thrown into the river. This 
news has come through from native 
sources. 

All sorts of rumours are being bruited 
abroad as to the probable cause of the 
terrible deed. Of one thing we may be 
certain. There was at the time a big 
annual idol procession, and the time 
of the two things synchronised. It is 
being reported here that the doctor in- 
terferod in some way with, this proces- 
sion, as it interfered with the quietness 
of his hospital, and therefore with the 
well-being of its inmates, and that he 
took measures to have the festivities 
suppressed. This is reported to have 
roused the anger of the people, who rose 
and attacked the buildings, and when 
they found therein certain specimens, 
such as immature stillborn infants, 
and also a -skeleton, they became 
enraged beyond measure. ‘The skeleton

That alrendy the enlightened are 
ashamed of the bratal crime is evident, 
for yesterday I was travelling in a train 
nd approached a local official to i 
quiro if the rumour was trustworthy. ‘Th 
ofticial must have been conversant with 
the facts, but he told me a tissue of false- 
id that thero wore only some 
ns killed and nothing mor 
n are the facts as far as they can 
ed through the native yamén. Dr. 
Dr, Dodd, and Mr. Noyes the 
younger have gone to the scono of the 
tragedy, escorted by an escort of sixty 
soldiers detached from the Viceroy’s 
gard. But with the swiftest travelling 
possible, at least six days must intervene 
before they can cover tho distance which 
has to bo traversed, and as three or four 
days had already passed, after the murdors, 
before the information came to Canton 
rangements could be made, not 
yhan ten days must elapse before any 
assistance can reach the survivors, if they 
should be alive, and before any inquiry 
can be made on, the spot as to the cause 
of the terrible crime. 

It would appear as if the attack 
is local and also auti-American.- The 
French priests, who reside in the city, 
were unmolested ; and, in addition, 
wero allowed to send telegrams 
to their friends in Csuton, It. there- 
vot levelled at. all foreigners 
lable. That it is local. is evident, 
because there is no evidence that there 
is any ill-feeling in any other part of the 
provinee. Indeed, I have recently: re- 
turued to Canton even whilst this deed 
was being perpetrated, and passed 
through parts of both the Kuangtung 
and Kuangsi provinces, but met with 
nothing - but “the utmost friendliness 

























































everywhere. Then it is clear that the 
outbrevk was algo sudden. ‘Two ladies, 
one of whom was a doctor, have been 
residing in Lienchow all the summer, 
and felt 10 inconvenience and saw no 
indications of hostility or of displeasure. 
Indeed, some of those who were killed 
had returned to the station froma rest 
but a few days before the deed was done. 
Such are the facts as far as they can be 
clicited. The canses of the crime may 
nover be made unmistakably apparent, 

Without referring further to any pos- 
sible, local irritation, two other facts. my - 
be mentioned and must come into con- 
sideration. About a year ago the com- 
pradore of Messrs. Butterfield & Swiro 
was killed by some drunken American 
binejackets at Canton, in a freak ; without 
any promeditation, they took him bodily 
up and finng him into the canal, He was 
drowned, or rather smothered in the 
slimy mud. The American authorities 
professed that they could not discover 
who the actual culprits were and so 
nothing was done by way of bringing the 
homicides to justice. After long delays 
and much récrimination some indemnity 
was ‘given to the family of the unfor- 
tunate man, and so the matter was im- 
agined ‘to have been closed. But it 
was not closed and it is rot closed 
yet. China now is a land of newspapors, 
and what to-day is done in a corner is 
to-morrow proclaimed upon the house- 
tops, and therefore all the native read 
and they aro many among the shop-koop- 
ing class, knew of the affair and also read 
with avidity the angry criticisms which 
the editors of tho papors naturally made, 
Indeed, it is not an unusual thing, oven 
after so long a time, to hear a woll-educat- 
ed man refer to that murder with extreme 
bitterness and to remind us that whilst 
the life of a foreigner, if taken by the 
Chinese, must be atoned: for by sundry 
Chinese lives, and tho degradation of 
officials, if a Chineso is killed thero is no 
fuss and only a few dollars given as an 
atonement. This fecling is very general 
throughout the province and bodes no ‘good 
for the foreigner, and especially for the 
Americans. Then the services to commem- 
orate the death of Fung Ha-wei, who is 
to have committed suicide in‘Shang- 
and'thereby caused the Boycott 
League to tako root, have been engendor- 
ed by the remembrance of the death of 
fone whom they regard as a_ patriot. 
These unique “services,” which have 
been held in Canton, and even in Hong- 
kong, have tended to stir the feolings of 
the people. Some, who sce beneath the 
surface, think that these two factors 
working side by sido havo had something 
to do with tho terrible crime by which 
these innocent people have been done to 
death. . 
This, howover, still leaves tho matter 
unexplained why these particular mis- 
sionaries should have boon singled out 
and not others. Probably more ‘light 
will be thrown on the affair when the 
party which has gone to investigate has 
returned. 

All clear-sighted people agree that these 
cold-blooded murders must be avengod— 
not revenged—and that all those impli- 
cated must bear the just reward of their * 
doings. All foreigners living in China, 
under existing treaties, and conducting 
themselves as becometh gentlemen, 
must be protected by their nation- 
als, aud though it is impossible 
to. say that like ‘deeds shall never 
occur again, those who have been 
proved red-handed in this affair must be 
punished as a deterrent to others who 
might otherwise be tempted to repeat the 
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There is no reason for believing 

the beginning of a movement 
which will extend a8 the Boxer move- 
meut grew. There are those, however, 
who think that -it isa move on the part 
of the discontented but eager reformers, 
who wish to involve their government in 
trouble with America and thus start the

LIENCHOU  PiOPLE. 


.AN IMPORTANT MARKET-TOWN 
VISITED BY ABORIGINES. 


From tHe “ HoxoKone Trregrarn.” 





One of our renders who visited Lien- 
chow some time ugo has supplied us with 
particulars of the journey there, tle 
character of tho. place and the inhabi- 
tunts, which may prove of interest now 
that the disturbances there have aroused 
excitement, not only in Hongkong, but 
throughout the world. 











Lienchon. lies in the extreme north- 
west corner of Kuangtung province, and 
is about 260 miles from Canton, |The 


town stands on what js called the Lien- 
chou River, which is a branch of the 
North: River. et 

Whon our correspondent was at Lien- 
chou, lie found the people to be re- 
markably penceable and easy to deal 
with, . ‘The influence of tho Presbyterian 
Mission there was plainly manifest, and 
Dr. Muchle was respectod by all’ who 
know hin, the Chinese being particularly 
woll-disposed towards the missionary aud 
the members of the mission. In fact the 
only timo that the visitor heard the 
word "fankwai” was when passing 
through Fatshan 

Lienchow is an important market city, 
to which agriculturists and others living 
in the interior bring their products to be 
exchanged for commodities brought from 
tho const. One of the objects of our 
informant’s excursion was to discover to 
what extent Lienchou was ungaged in 
dealing with foreign goods. - “Even there, 
which cannot be considered so very far 
from a teeming centre like Canton, I 
found that foreign goods were more a name 
than a reality. ‘To all intents and pm 
poses, foreign goods. were unknown, Can- 
ton was looked upon as « sort of foreign 
couritry. All the business was done in 
subsidiary coins.”” 

Tho Mission at which Dr. Machlo 
laboured was composed of two hospital 
ony was opposite Lienchou city side, which 
was the headquarters of Dr. Machle, the 
river dividing the hospital from the city. 
The other hospital was eight milos distant 
ata place called Samkong, a garrison city. 
Samkong is ono of .a series of fortified 
towns erected by the Chinese authorities 
to keop the aborigines in subjection. 

Both Lienchon and Sainkong depend 
to a great extent for their prosperity 
upon the visits of what ouc informant 
described as the aboriginal tribes, who 
came in on market days, disposed of their 
wares, and ‘departed with iwhatever thoy 
fancied in exchange, ‘They proved to be 
& most interesting people, and reminded 
the speaker of what. thé Highlanders of 
Scotlaud ‘must have looked like before 
their spirit was, ina measure, tanied to 
the requirements of city life. ‘They were a 
-strong sinewy. people, with a light spring- 

































ing: footstep, and-in no way resembled 
the Chinese. They seemed slow to anger. 
and it was difficw!t to account. for- the 
crime which they or the people of Lien- 
chou had committed

‘The whole community at the An- 
chorage wore ufider considerable gloom 
during the 8th inst., all flags: flying ‘half- 
mast. . On. the afternoon of that day, the 
funerals of Paymaster W. G. Littlejobns, 
RLN,, of H.M.S. Hecla, and Petty-Officer 
Hally of H.M.T.D. Otter, took place. 

The latter was landed from thé Heéla 
iw an extremely critical condition, and 
after lingering for a day or two, expired, 
Jato on the evening of the 6th. 

Ho was most tenderly aud assiduously 
siursed at the Seaman’s Hospital, by the 
trained Sisters from St. Colombe’s 
Orphanage, and everything was dorie for 
him that could be, but to no avail. 

‘The sad accideiit by which: Paymaster 
Littlejohns lost his life, on the morning 
of the 2nd instant, has already been 
reported. 

His body was only ‘ecovered’ on the 
morning of the 7th, and it was thought 
Lest to have the “intormonts: simiilta- 
neously, herice the postponement of Mr. 
Hally’s burial, 

‘One of the largest gatherings kndwn 
for many years took place at the protty 
little ‘Church on the hill behind the C 
inthe churchyard of which wére 
the graves, and‘ the demonstrations’ of 
respect’ and sympathy shown by the con- 
grogation were very marked.

PREAMBLE. 

‘The Governments of Great Britain 
and Japan,, being desirous of replacing 
tho Agreement concluded between them 
on the 30th of January, 1902, by fresh 
stipulations, have agreed upon the follow- 
ing articles, which have for their object : 

(a) The consolidation and maintenance 
of the general peace in the regions of 
Eastern Asin and of India ; 

‘The preservation of the common 
interests of all Powors in China. by in- 
suring the independence and integrity of 
the Chinese Empire and the principle of 
equal opportunities for the commerce 
and industry of all nations in China ; 

(c) The maintenance of the territorial 
rights of the high contracting parties in 
the régions of Eastern Asia and of India, 
‘and the defence of their special interests 
in the said regions : 

Anmioze I. 

It is agreed that whenever, in the 
opinion of either Great Britain or Japan, 
any of the rights and interests referred 
to in the preamble of this Agreement are 
in jeopardy, thé two Governments will 
communicate with one another fully and 
frankly, and will consider in common the

Articte V. 

Tho high contracting parties agroo 
that ueither of them will, without con- 
sulting the other, enter into separate 
jeuts with another Power to the 
prejudice of the objects described in the 
preamble of this Agreement.

The conditions undor which armed as- 
sistance shall be afforded by either Power 
to the other in the ‘circumstances men- 
ti » the present Agreement, and 
the means by which such assistance is to 
‘be made available, will be arranged by 
the naval and military authorities of the 
contracting parties, who will from time 
to time consult one another fully aud 
freely upon all questions of mutual 
interest. 






































Anticte VIII. 


‘The present Agreement shall, subject 
to the provisions of Article VI, come into 
effect immediately after the date of its 
signature, and remain ini foree for ten 
year from that date. 

In case neither of the high contracting 
parties should have notified twelve months 
before the expiration of the said ten years 
the intention of terminating it, it shall 
remain binding until the expiration of 
one year from the day on which either of 
the “high contracting parts shall have 
denounced it. Butif, when the date fixed 
for its expiration arrives, either ally is 
actually engaged in war, the alliance shall, 
ipso facto, continue until peace is con- 
cluded. 

In faith whereof, the undersigned, duly 
authorised by their respective Govern 
ments, have signed this Agreement, and 
have affixed thereto their seals.

Sir,—I inclose, for your Excellency’s 
information, a copy of a new Agreement 
conchided between his Majesty's Govern- 
ment and that of Japan in substitution 
for that of the 30th of January, 1902. 
You will take an early opportunity of 
communicating the new Agreement to 
the Russian Government. 

Lt was signed on the 12th of August, and 
you will explain that it would have been 
immediately made public but for the 
fact that negotiations had at that time 
already commenced between Russia and 
Tapan, and that the publication of such a 
document whilst those negotiations were 
still in progress would obviously havo 
been improper and inopportune. 

‘The Russian Government will, I trust, 
recognise that the new Agreement is au 
international instrument, to which no 
exception can be taken by any of tho 
Powers interested in the affairs of tho 
Far East: You should call special at- 
tention to the objects mentioned in the 
preamble as those by which tho policy of 
the contracting parties is inspired. His 
Majesty's Government believe that they 
may count upon the goodwill aud sup- 
port of all the Powers in endoavouring to 
maintain perce in Eastern Asia, and in 
seeking to uphold the integrity and in- 
dependence of the Chinese Empire and 
the principle of equal opportunities for 
the commerce and industry of all natious 
in that country. 

On the other hand, the special interests 
of the contracting parties are of a kind 
upon which they are fully entitled to 
insist, and the announcement that those 
interests must be safeguarded is one 
which can create no surprise, and need 
give rise to no misgivings. 

I call your especial attention to the 
wording of Article II, which lays down 
distinctly that it is only in the case of an 
unprovoked attack made on one of the 
contracting parties by another Power or 
Powers, and when that party is defending 
its territorial rights and special interests 
from aggressive action, that the other 
party is bound to come to its assistance. 

Article II], dealing with the question 
of Corea, is deserving of especial atten- 
tion, It recognises in the clearest terms 
the paramount position which Japan at 
this moment occupies and must hence- 
forth occupy in Corea, and her right to 
take any measures which she may find 
necessary for the protection of her politi- 
cal, military, and economic interests in 
that country. It is, however, expressly 
provided that such measures must not be 
contrary to the principle of equal oppor- 
tunities for the commerce and industry of 
other nations. The new Treaty no doubt 
differs at this point conspicuously from 
that of 1902. It has, however, become 
evident that Corea, owing to its close 
proximity to the Japanese Empire and 


























its inability to stand alone, must fall 
under the control and tutelage of Japan, 
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His Majesty’s Government observe with 
satisfaction that this point was readily 
conceded by Russia in the Treaty of Peace 
recently concluded with Japan, and they 
have every reason to believe that similar 
views are held by other Powers with re- 
gard to the relations which should subsist 
botiveen Japan and Corea. 

His Majesty’s Government venture to 
anticipate that the alliance thus conelud- 
ed, designed as it is with objects which 
aro purely peaceful and for the protection 
of rights and interests the validity of 
which cannot be contested, will be regard- 
ed with approvil by the Government to 
which you are accredited. They are 
justified in believing that its conclusion 
may not have been without effect in 
facilitating the settlement by which the 

_ war has been so happily brought to an 
end, and they earnestly trust that it may, 
for many years to come, be instrumental 
in securing the peace of the world in 
those rogions which come within its

I thon person- 
ally made enquiries at the P. & O. office 
and was told there waa no such man in 
that office, and that Biron had returned 
home. _I'went back and told my master, 
who said the matter must be reported to 
the Police. I tried to find the accused 
at several hotels, and the matter was 
eventually reported to the Police, who 
sent men to the store. Next day I went 
down to Woosung with two policemen. 
The two policemen went on board first 
i when they saw the gold chain they 
called me on board. I saw the accused 
aud saw that he was the mau who had 
bought the jewellery from me.

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THE NAVAL POWER 
OF GERMANY. 


17th November. 


“In view of the uncertain and 
somewhat disquieting political out- 
look, ib seems worth while to 
investigate the present position of 
the German Navy, to study Ger- 
many’s naval policy, to ascertain how 
the German fleet’ compares with 
the fleets of Germany's political 
opponents, aud to inquire how the 
German navy is likely vo fulfil its 
tasks, supposing that it should, at an 
eurly date, be culled upon to serve 
the pnrpose for which it has been 
created, Such an investigation seems 
all the more timely, as a very er- 
roueous opinion as. to Germany's 
naval strength is rather widely held 
in this country.” This is taken from 
the opening paragraph of no article 
by “V” in the. October number of 
the “Monthly Review,” and a sum- 
mary of the article itself will be 
instructive as well as interesting. 

‘The German navy is entirely a 
creation of the latter part of the 
19th century, and it was very ably 
organised by two military officers, 
Lieut.-General von Stosch and Lieut.- 
General von Caprivi. In this, the 
German Government took a+ lesson 
from Cromwell, who, finding the 
British Navy in a very bad state, 
entrusted its reorganisation to two 
successful soldiers, Generals Blake 
nnd Monck. ‘The German navy has 
no history, and its past begins really 
with 1888, when th» present Emperor 
came to the throne. To the increase 
and improvement of his navy he has 
devoted himself, »s the following] 
figures show :—

become the mastery of transoceanic 
jlands, for ‘the aim of civilisation is 
jthe domination of the white race all 
lover the globe. Hence, the greatness 
of nations will depend upon the 
share.which they hnve in the posses: 
sion of lands over-sea. This is the 
reason why the importance of the 
fleet has again’ increased at the 
present time.” 

The acquisition of colonies was 
egun so late by Gerniany that 
those she has secured have not 
attracted many of her emigrants, 
who prefer America and the British 
colonies. The first great stroke of 
naval policy in Germany was the 
construction, ata cost of £7,800,000, 
of the Baltic and North Sea Canal, 
whieb enabled the German fleet, 
hitherto divided into two sections by 
the Danish peninsula, to concen'rate 
readily at one point. The German 
navy is primarily and mainly intend- 
ed for offence; in the words of 
ydmiral Ho!lmanu, in 1897: “We 
require no navy for coast defence ; 
our coasts defend themselves.” The 
German harbours and chief cities 
“lie, not on the sea border, but far 
inland, out of the reach of a hostile 
squadron, and the German coasts are 
protected by enormous sand-banks, 
which are intersected by tortuous 
cha nels, and theee change their 
shape and course. continually.” ‘This 
view is confirmed -by Admiral von 
Stosch, who wro'e in 1888: “If 
the buoys’ are removed from the 
endless: sand-banks which change 
their shape from year to year, even 
the most expert pilots would not 
dare to take a ship through the 
tortuous channels.” Acting on these 
views, the building of coast defence 
vessels has been abandon d in Ger- 
many, and all her energies, have

Denmark took tho wrong side, as it turn- 
ed out, and allied herself with Napoloon 
when ‘his: power was broken. Sweden, 
on the other hand, joined Russis, and 
40, when the Allies emerged victorious 
from’ the ‘historic struggle, Denmark 
was punished by boing deprived of 
the crown of Norway, which, by 
the Treaty of Kiel in January 1814, 
was‘ proposed to be handed over to 
Sweden as a reward for Marshal Ber- 
nadotte's assistanco against his former 
chief. Prior to this, Bornadotte by a 
strange romance of ‘history had been 
adopted as Crown Prince of Sweden in 
1810 by the childless King Charles XII. 
But the Norwegian people had to be 
yeckoned with; and when tidings came of 
the Treaty of Kiel, these hardy Norseme: 
promptly doclined to be handed over to a 
new monarch in this cavalier fashion. A 
gathering at Eidsvold was held in Febru- 
aty 1814, and Princo Christian Frederick, 
‘thon a Norwegian Statholder, and after- 
wards King of Denmark, was appointed 
Regent. This was followed by a further 
ing of a representative body of Nor- 
‘wogians, also held at Kidsvold, on tho 20th 
‘of April, when tho present constitution 
‘was drawn up, and on the 17th of May it 
was agreed to by alll presont smid a scone 
of groat enthusiasm, On tho samo day 
Christian Frederick was chosen King. 
HB NORWEGIAN CONSTITUTION. 


After this events followed one another 
with somo rapidity. Sweden proceeded 
to assert hor claims by force, and Karl 
Johan Boruadotte lod a Swedish Army 
across the frontier; but the campaign 
only lasted fourteen days. After some 
unimportant skirmishing an armistice was 
‘agreed. to, and tho Convention of Moss 
was hold on the 14th of August, at which 

» the Allis, England, Prussia, Russia, and 
Austria, woro roprosented. ‘Thi 
tion abrogated the treaty of Ki 

‘agreed to maintain the Norwegian 

constitution, provided ho was chosen 

King, and the Storthing was again sum- 

moned to cousider the question. Chri 
tian Frodorick’s courage, however, failed 
him, and ho resigned and left Norway on 
the day tho Storthing met. There was 
now no further difficulty and the Swedish 

King Karl XIII was elected King of 

Norway by tho Storthing on the 4th of 

1814. Tho Crown Prince came 

and swore to observe the 

Norwogian Constitution, and the noxt 

year the Rigsakt, or Act of Union, w 

assed by tho Storhing, ‘This Con- 
stitution has been sworn to by every 
sucooeding King of Norway and Swi 

-£don up to the present day. Tt thus 
appears that the Constitution (Grundlor) 
approved at Eidavold on the 17th of 

1814, is the Magn’ Charta of Norway, the 
guardian of her political freedom, the 
basis of her Union with Sweden, and the 
document to whose terms all differences!

Karl Johan was ‘an 
tute politician as well as an ex- 
perienced soldier, and there can be 
no reasonable doubt that the Con- 
vention of Moss was a mutual com- 
promise, and that Norway was very far! 
from entering into it as a conquered pro- 
vines, Tho result was partly owing to 
the pressure of the Allied Powers, partly 
to Bernadotte’s anxiety to settle the 
matter without delay on the eve of the 
Congress of Vionn1,and largely also to the 
fact that Sweden was not then fully pre- 
pared to earry on the war and compel the 
Norwegians to submission by force of 
arms. Karl Johan must have known full 
he difficulty of a fight to a finish in 
d thickly-wooded mountains of 
st so hardy and determined 
8 foe. So he took what he could get at the 
time, probably less than he wanted, much 
to the dissppointment of the Swedish 
governing classes. ‘These had hoped for 
auuion by which Norway would havo 
become a mere province of Sweden. Tho 
whole circumstances of the case form, by 
tho way, a singular commentary on Mr. 
Gladstone’s romantic citation of the 
of Norway and Swoden as ao illustration 
of the blessings of Home Rule. 
‘THE NORSE SIDE OF THE CAB. 

Wo now turn again to the Coustitution 
If. Hore is its opening sentence 
‘The Kingdom of Norway shall 
free, independent, le, aud inal 
able Kingdom, united with Sweden uuder, 
oue King; its form of Government shall 
be a limited and hereditary Muunreby.” 

Nothing can be clearer and more un- 
equivocal than these words, and they 
0 to he kept always in view. 
Constitution as a wh 
iss most remarkable effort of the stat 
manship of nearly 100 years ago. t has 
been pronouuced, on irigh authority, as 
“ tho most liberal of constitutions, one of 
which any modern nation might boast.”

Mr. Samuel Laing descnbes it as “a 
working model of a constitutional gover 
mont, and 





wh works so well 
0 the consideration of the 
English poople.” Under this Constitu- 
tion, the same writer continues, “the 
Norwegian poople enjoy a groutor share 
of political liberty, aud have the fram 
and administering of their own laws 
more entirely in their own hands, than 
any European nation of the present 
time.” 

‘When things had sottled down, Karl 
Johan tried to regain lost ground. Among, 
other things he particularly wanted the 
power of absolute veto, which, under the 
Coustitution that he had accepted, he did 
not possess. ‘Tho sturdy patriots of. the 
Storthing resolutely declined to entertain 
his proposal, and to this day the merely’ 
suspensive royal veto remains one of the 
most important features .of the Con- 
stitution. 

‘On one occasion, for example, » few 
years after the union was entered into, 
the Norwegian Storthing passed a bill for! 
the abolition of nobility, the’ country 
being too poor to maintain an aristocracy. 
Karl Johan took a different view. He 
looked upon this abolition as s blow aimed 
at his power in Norway and twice refused 
his sanction, The bill passed a third 
time, under the Constitution became law, 
and so the poople’s will prevailed. 

During the ensuing century and up to 
the present time several further attempts 
have been madeon the part of Sweden 
to give the King greater power, and to 


































bring the two'countries into closer union, 
but the Norwegians havo always resisted 
these efforts, knowing full woll the dan- 
gers of such course for their independ- 
ence. And hero, it may ‘well be asked 
who can blame them for such action, 
least of all wo of the Anglo-Saxon race, 
who have fought and blad the world over 
for political freedom ? 








‘THE RovAt VETO. 


It will bo seen,.thon, that the: King -of 
Norway and Sweden can exercise 











only twice. The Norw 

possesses a right unknown in any other 
monarchy. When tho Bill_ ha 
been passed by th ve Stor 


things it becomes the law of tho land 
without the assent of the King (seo 
tion 79 of the Constitution), Tho King 
can thus delay a Bill from becoming law, 
for, say, soven to nine years. ‘This 
should serve as a sufficient “chock upon

‘The present King has on two occasions 
rofused his sanction to measures passed 
for the second timo by the Norwegian 
National Assombly, namely, the Bill for 
the admittance of the Membors of tho 
Government to the debates of tho 
Storthing : ond tho Bill for eliminating 
the symbol of the Union from the Nor- 
wogian national flag. Both theso.Bills on 
being passed for the third time became 
law. The present difficulty, which has 
culminated in the respeotful dethronoment 
of King Oscar by the Norwegians, has 
existed for twonty five, yoars, . Norway 
wants a separate Consular Sorvice, which 
the Stockholm Government have declined 
to grant. ‘The Storthing passod alaw_ac- 
cordingly ; it was duly presented to King 
Oscar by the Norwegian Cabinot at Stock- 
holm ; but the royal assont was unhositat- 
ingly refusod. 

A HISTORIC OCCASION. 

‘Tho Storthing then took astartling and 
unprecedented step. ‘Tho resignation of 
the Ministry having beon tendered and 
declined, the King knowing full well that 
it was impossible to got anyono elso in 
Norway to carry on the Government in 
faco of the opposition of w united 
people, the National Assembly mot 
the historic 7th of June 1905 and, in 
effect, formally deposed the King. ‘Tho 
concluling words of the President of tho 
Storthing, Here Berner, on this mo- 
mentous occasion, are worth recording. 
In the midst of an impressive: silence, ail 
standing up, the President’ moved the 
following resolution :— 

“(As the members of the Council of 
Stute had resigued their office, and as 
LM. the King had declared himself un- 
able to form anew Government, and 








































the Constitutional, Royal power lad 
coased to bo operative, that the Govern- 
ment,,which had just resigned, should’be 





‘empowered to carry. on aud exorcise the 
authority (which they had formerly re- 
coived from the King) in accordance with 
the constitution of the Kingdom, with 
the necessary altorations ; that the’ Union 
with Sweden under one King is dissolved 
in consequence of the’ King having ceased 
to act as a Norwegian King: 

The resolution waa unanimously car- 
tied. ‘This action” of the Norwegian 
Storthing hrs “been desoribed in ono 
British Journal, at least, 3 an “unw: 
rantuble provocition,” and it has doubt- 
ess amazed and offended a large section 
of the Swedish people, as well as deeply 
touched the pride of King Oscar. But 
the foregoing brief sketch of Scandinavian 
history has been penned to small purpose 
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if it does not show that there is another: 
side to this question; that another and a 
very different view can be taken of the 
resolution of the Norwegian Storthing. 

, Their action is the expression, s0 far, at 
all events, as an observer cau judge, of 
the deliberate will of a united and homo- 
geneous people; evoked by ninety years 
of international friction, and finally culmi- 
nating in (Jét us hope) peaceful but de-
